THE CATTLE-RANGES. 
NEWS AT DENVER. 

Dexver, Colo., Feb. 3,.—[Special.]~—The cold 
spell during the week is unprecedented for 
severity. Reports of loss of life and destruction 
of property by snow-slides continue. The rail- 
roads are suffering great logs. Cattle men ciaim 
that, thus far, there has been no joss, but say if 
the cold continues a few days longer the loss to 
cattle and sheep will be very great.

MONTANA. 

Mices Crry, M. T., Feb. 3.— The Yellowstone 
Journal today has the foliowing: No danger 
is apprehended from the present cold snap. A | 
large stock raiser just in trom the Tongue- 
liver Ranges reports the snow about six inches 
deep, but no crust, and the cattle are not suffer- 
ing. They can easily thaw the snow and reach 
the nutritious grass beneath. The cattle started 
in this winter in excelient condition, fat and 
strong, and can stand most any amount of 
cold weather before perishing. It is not 
thought tie percentage of loss will 
exceed that of last winter, which was a remark- 
ably mild winter. The sheep on Powder River 
inthis vicinity are ali doing well. No hay bas 
as yet been fed to them. Trains arrived today 
three days out, delayed by heavy snows in Da- 
kota and Minnesota. There are but six inches 
of snow ia the Yellowstone Vaiiey. The mean 
temperature throughout the Yellowstowe Va- 
ley for the last three days has been about 12 de- 
grees below zero. The weather is now moder- 
ating.” , 

OMAHA NEWS FROM THE WEST. 

OMAHA, Neb., Fob, 3.—[Special.)—Three days’ 
trains on the Union Pacific each way are push- 
ing through the snow-driftsin Wyoming, and 
the first through train from Ogden since Thirs- 
day is expected to reach bere on Monday morn- 
ing. Abrisk porth wind today carried much of 
the anow off from the cattle ranges ia the west- 
ern part of this State, and the prospects of get- 
ting at feedare good. In Wyoming a caim has 
prevailed, and the snow covering the ranges lies 
on a dead level. 

Oman, Neb., Feb. .- Cold and north winds 


zero at noon. The snow is drifting off the cattle 
ranges, and the berds are not likely to suffer 
greatly. 

: WYOMING. 

Raw tins, W. T., Feb. 3.—It began snowing on 
Monday afternoon, and snowed incessantly un- 
til late last night, accompanied by high winds. 
Railroad traffic is at a standstill. All trains on 
the Laramie Division of the Union Pacific are 
abandoned today. The railroad company 
is sending out snow-plows and a large 
force of men to open the road. The 
road will be cleared tonight or tomorrow, so that 
trains will run as usual. The storm was general 
throughout Southern Wyoming, and serious 
fears are entertained for stock, and especially 
sheep. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Feb. 3.—Telegrams and mes- 
sages from various parts of the Territory are re- 
assuring to cattle men. The winds have blown 
sufficientiy to feed the cattle, which are in ex- 
cellent condition, because of a good winter's 
feeding. The losses cannot exceed 1 per cent, 
When the snow melts the grass will de bene- 
fited much. The stock-growers are relieved be- 
cause of the satisfactory outcome of what 
threatened to be a great disaster. 

NEBRASKA. 

ILIxcoLx, Neb.,Feb.3.—([Special.}—The weather 
is still extremely cold i⁊ degrees below zero this 
morving and only a slight moderation tonight. 
Trains on the main lines are eight and ten hours 
late and on other lines abandoned. The snow is 
badly drifted and country roads are completely 
blocked. Further advices from the western 
part of the State show the storm to be of geater 
severity than was at first reported. There is no 
doubt that great dawage will result to stock on 
the ranges. Cattle-men residmg here are very 
uneasy, and declare that the loss of stock will 
be very great unless there is a beavy wind at 
once to blow the show from the feeding-ground 
of the cattle. It is also feared that many cattle 
will perish by freezing, so bitter cold is the 
weather.

Tork A, Kas., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—The cold 
spell which set in on Thursday continues with- 
out abatement today, being one of the coldest of 
the winter.

MR. JENNINGS ON CABINET MATTERS. 

NEW York, Feb. 3.—[Special,)—Mr. Jennings’ 
letter to the New York Worid says: 

Lonpon, Feb. 3.—[Special Cabie.}—Mr. Glad- 
stone has announced his intention of returning 
to England for the opening of Parliament, his 
health having wonderfully improved during 
his short sojourn at Cannes. How long Mr. 
Gladstone will remain in the Government is still 
uncertain. I have reason to know that his de- 
sire to retire is still as strong as ever. I may 


During 
his sojourn at Cannes the Premier bas ex- 
changed frequent visits with the Prince of 
Wales, The heir apparent, as your readers are 
doubtiess aware, knows how to make bimself 
agreeabie to menof ail parties, and it used to 
be said that the two Englisamen by whom Gam- 
betta was best known and best appreciated 
werearoyal personage anda Republican, the 
Prince of Wales and Sir Charles Duke. Sir 
Charles, however, has recanted his odious red 
views since be entered the Cabinet. On 
Thursday last the Prince of Wales 
dined with the American beauty, Miss Jen- 
nie Chamberlain, and ber mother, at their 
hotel. It bas been privately reported during 
the week that additions to the Cabinet were un- 
der consideration, and the Radicals have conse- 
quently shown some signs of discontent, ap- 
parently believing that the additions, if made, 
would uot be of a sort to strengthen 
their forces. They say, with a tai 
sbow of reason; that the Peerage would again be 
drawn upon, or that, perbaps, Scotiand would 
be given a representative. Consequently the 
Spectator and other journals of that stripe ob- 
ject to any enlargement, contending that the 
Cabinet is quite large enotigh already. Counting 
Earl Spencer, who holds the two offices 
of Lord President and Lord Lieutenant, as one 
Minister, there are seven Peers and seven mem- 
bers of the House of Commons in the Cabinet. 
The papers in question, however, admit that 
at present the Cabinet is merely the 
Premier's Council, and they maintain 
that more individuality is wanted at 
the Cabinet-table, not greater numbers. These 
views are being enforced ip many directians, 
and they will doubtless have their weight with 
the Premier, so that it seems unlikely that the 
rumored changes will be made. 

Lord Eicho’s success in the election 
in East Lothian Monday next for the 
seat in the House of Commons va- 
eated by the elevation of the father of Lord 
Eicho to bis father’s Earidom seems assured at 
the present time of writing. If he is elected 
(despite the fact that the family in- 
fluence is powerful in the  constitu- 
ency) his success will do regarded 
as a great blow to the Liberals, who, until very 
recently, made sure of winning the seat. In 
Scotland it is undeniable that the Premier's 
policy, especially in relation to church matters 
and the Egyptian war, has given rise 
to a great deai of discontent. and Lord 
Eicho’s success would be a most conspicuous ia- 
dication of Mr. Gladstone's waning power in the 
North. There is still, I may say, a strong sus- 
picion that Mr. Gladstone's consciousness of this 
fact bad quite as much todo with his visit to 
Cannes as his ill-heaith, which was the ostensi- 
ble cause. . 

MEXICO, 

The important work on Mexico concerning 
which I have already cabled you, is likely to 
be published next week, wita colored illustra- 
tions. Mexico, by the way, continues to 
attract much attention on this side 
of the water. Several of the 
magazines for the present month have articies 
upon its railways, resources, and prospects. The 
public belief in the country is rapidly reviving, 
and capital is ready to flow thither under good 
management.

ALL THE WEARY WEEKS OF WORK THROWN 
AWAY—SBVEN GLASSWARE PARAGRAPHS 
IN THE HOUSE—NOTHING BUT DEBATE IN 
THE SENATE. 

Wasurncronr, D. C., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—The 
Democrats in the House showed their disposi- 
tion to obstruct the progress of the Tariff bill 
today more plainly than they have for several 


days past, and consequently comparatively little 
rogress was made. The only amendment 


— was one proposed by the Ways and 
Means Committee reducing the rate on flint and 
lime glass bottles and viais from two cents per 
pound to 35 eents ad valorem in order to make 
this rate correspond with that on green 
and colored glass bottles, according to 
the action of yesterday. The glassware 
portion of Schedule B was not 
disposed of, the House spending four hours on 
seven paragraphs. Four more remain to be 
_ eonsidered under this head. There was a brisk 
debate over the items relating to window- glass. 
cut glass, goblets, and other wares of the same 
sort, the proceedings being enlivened by .some 
Sharp sparring between Sunset Cox, Horr, and 
Reed, in which the New York humorist came 
out second best. A good deal of the de- 
bate was on amendments which were 
evidentiy proposed for the purpose of ob- 
structing proceedings, as they were after 
wards withdrawo. The members of the 
Ways and Means Committee were more de- 
pressed tonight than they have been at any 
previous time. Part of the depression is due to 
the fact that the progress in the Senate for the 
last day or two has been exceedingly siow, and 
Senator Morrill remarked to a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee this morumg that 
he feit almost discouraged. Blackburn and 
other Democrats declare that the scheme to put 
through the Legislative Appropriation bill next 
Monday under suspension of the rules shall not 
succeed if they can prevent it, and it is very 
-doubtful whether any Democrats at all will vote 
for it. Hiscock said he did not know of a sin- 
gie Democrat who would vote with the Repub- 
licans on that question. It is admitted on all 
hands that, unless the Legislative bill can 
be got out of the way on Mondsy and 
sent to the Senate, there will be no prospect 
whatever of the passage of the Ways and Means 
bill. Under the rules of the House it will be im- 
possible even to get the Senate bill into a con- 
ference committee if it shall pass the Senate un- 
less a two-thirds vote of the House can be ob- 
tained, as the objection of a single member will 
send that bill to the Committee of the Whole, 
where it will be subject to debate and amend- 
ment under the five-minute rule. On the whole, 
the prospects of tariff? legislation by this Con- 
grees are fainter tonight than they have been 
at any previous time, and it is difficult to find a 
well-informed Congressman who believes that 
any bill whatever will pass ut this session. 
A TEST. 

The Republicans are disposed to make a 
success of the motion to pass the Legislative 
Appropriation bill Monday under a suspension 
ef the rules, a test of the chances of passing the 
Tariff bill. If the Legislative bill can be passea 
after half an hour’s debate and one vote, at 
least four days’, probably a week's, time can be 
paved. The Republican interpretation of Dem- 
ocratic votes against the passage of this Legis- 
lative bill will be that the Democrats have 
definitiy decided that no Tariff bill shall be 
passed. Whether such an interpretauon shail 
be correct or not it is very evident that, 
if a week must be devoted to the Leg-

THE CORK SWINDLE. 

There is one clause in the House Tariff bill 
which will excite the opposition of the Western 
brewers when they discover what it meaus. The 
clause changes the tariff! on corks so as to in- 
crease the duty from the present rate of about 
0 per cent to from 50 to 150 per cent ad valorem, 
according to the value. The adoption of this 
clause, it is said, would seriously affect the beer 
export trade. In the schedule relating 
to sundries the duty on corks is B® 
per cent ad valorem. The rate recommend- 
ed by the Tariff Comfmission was 25 per cent 
ad valorem, a reduction of 5 per cent. The 
House bill changes this ad valorem duty to a 
specific duty of 25 cents a pound. Accoraing to 
the statements of persons familiar with the 
cork trade, the change effected by an adoption 
of this specific duty will be equivalent to a 
tariff of between 50 percent and 15) per cent 
ad valorem, depending upon the quality of the 


| corks imported. The manufacture of corks in 


is carried on wholly dy 
machinery. The industry is in the 
bands of a few proprietors, employing 
altogether only several hundred workmen. 
The imported corks come chiefly from Spain 
and Portugal, where they are cut by band, with 
wonderful skill and very cheaply, by the natives. 
Here, in the United States, the work of making 
corks is necessarily more expensive, because 
the price of labor is higher. In spite, however, 
of the existing duty of 30 per cent ad valorem, 
the consumers of corks in this country have 
continued to draw their supply largely from 
Europe. The increased tariff will force all 
Americans engaged in the business of bottling 
wines, liquors, beer, medicines, mineral waters, 
or anything else either to use inferior corks 
made by machinery or to pay a higher price for 
the foreign-manufactured product.

COTTON EXPOSITION. 
THE BILL PASSED BY THE HOUSE-—WHAT 
IT PROVIDES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—The 
bill lending the recognition and moral aid of the 
United States to the Cotton Centennial Exposi- 
tion of 1884 passed the House today, and only 
needs the President's signature, which is as- 
sured, to become a law. Mr. T. C. Moorehead, 
President of the Cotton Planters’ Exposition, 
has been congratulated on the tact with which 
he bas expedited this legislation during the rush 
of public business. The United States Govern- 
ment, the National Planters’ Association, and 
the city wherein the exposition is to be located 
are to jointly conduct the exposition 
through thirteen Commissioners to be ap- 
pointed by the President of the 
United States. The bill provides for the opep- 
ing and closing ot the exposition by prociama- 
tion of the President of the United States, for 
the official notification of foreign nations, for 
the entry of exhibits free of duty, and for the 
coinage of all the medais awarded at the United 
States mints, and practically, as before tele- 
graphed, embraces all the features of the law 
pertaining to the Philadelphia Centennial, ex- 


‘cept that it provides for no financial ald from

BRAIN-WORK. 
HOW LONG CAN A MAN PROFITABLY LABOR 
AT A DESK? 

Wasuinoetor, D. C., Feb. 38.—[Special.]—The 
clause in the Legislative Appropriation bill Ux- 
ing the h 3 for work in the Government de- 
partments from 8:30 a. m. to 4:30 p. m. was nat- 
urally today a subject of considerable discus- 
sion in the departments. One of the higher of- 
ticials, who has been in the Government employ 
for twenty-five years, said that John Quincy 
Adams, when President, had given bis opinion 
that six bours’ clerical work a day was all that 
could be gotten from people with good results. 
After that time the clerks were too weary to do 
efliciens work. This gentieman had seen the 
experiment tried in one of the bureaus of the 
Government, and not only was less work actuai- 
ly done, but the quality was inferior. Yet, 
aside from the skilled men in the higher 
branches of the Government service, there is uo 
class of people that is so well paid and wien re- 
celves such comparatively liberal compensation 
as the class which is composed of Government 
clerks in Washingtoa. 

YELLOW-FEV ER. 
‘LOUISIANA’S TROUBLES, 

Wasninoror, D. C., Feb. 3.—[Special.}—The 
attorney for the State Board of Health of Lou- 
isiana appeared before the Senate Committee 
on the Prevention of Introduction and Spreadjof 
Epidemic Disease to urge on Congress the neces- 
sity of giving the assent to State legislation for 
the purpose of guarding against contagion, 
Several steamship lines are contesting by in- 
junction the Quarantine laws of Louisiana, 
which provide for the collecting of quaratine fees 
from vessels entering its ports, on the ground 
they are uncoustituuonal. As the State has no 
other fund available for this purpose, it is 
claimed to be very important that Congress 
should grant the requeat of the Board of Health. 
A refusal to do so might lay the whole Missis- 
sippi Valley open to contagion. The cases, 
which are to be decided by the Supreme Court, 
cannot be reached by that body for several 
months, although the Louisiana Board of Health 
is confident that the decision will sustain the 
State laws.

IRONCLAD OATH. 
A NEW OBLIGATION TO BE ADMINISTERED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 22.—A bill was intro- 
duced in the House today to repeat whut is gen- 
erally known as the ironclad oath, which for 
many years has simply been afarce. In admin- 
istering the oath to Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress, as well as other United States 
officers, two forms of oath have long been in 
vogue. One is the oath administered to those 
who did not serve in, aid, or abet the Rebellion. 
This Oath was all well enough until Congress 
began to remove the political disabili- 
ties of ex-OConfederates. Then a new oath 
not containing the tironcilad sections of 
the old one was prescribed for this class of per- 
sons. Both oaths are now used, according to 
whether the person to whom it is administered 
was previously politically disabled or not. The 
bili proposes to repeal the oath for ex-Conted- 
erates, and amends the new oath so that it will 
read as follows: 

“i, A B. do solemnly swear or affirm that, to 
the best of my knowledge und ability, I wili sup- 
port and defend the Constitution of the United 
States against ali enemies, foreign and domes- 
tic; that Iwill bear true faith and allegiance to 
the sume, and that I take this obligation freely, 
without apy mental reservation or purpose of 
evasion, and that | wili well and faithfully dis- 
charge the duties of the office on which I am 
about to enter, so beip me God.”

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THE movement in favor of a high license 
for saloons is steadily growing. The lumber 
dealers of this city, who give employment to 
atleast 5,000 men in their yards along the 
river, and are almost daily brought into con- 
tact with the evils of the traffic, yesterday 
adopted a memorial to the Legislature ask- 
ing the passage of a State law fixing the li- 
cense at not less than $500 for the sale of 
spirituous liquors and not jess than $250 for 
the traffic in malt and fermented liquors. A 
committee of eleven was appointed to pro- 
ceed to Springfield with the memorial, and 
at a subsequent conference they resolved to 


go Tuesday evening. 


Very few facts were obtainable yesterday 
concerning the failure of Ferry & Bro., the 
well-known lumber manufacturers, of Grand 
Haven, Mich., the head of the firm being 
Senator Ferry.. At the beginning of the 
year they sold out their business and real es- 
tate in this city to Cutler & White, two 
wealthy gentlemen in the lumber trade. Mr. 
Hugh H. Boice, who for many years acted as 
local agent for the Ferrys, estimates their 
assets at from $500,000 to $800,000, consisting 
in mills, pine lands, vessel property, and 
mining interests in Utall. It is stated that 
the suspension is due to the unprofitabie 
character of the last-pamed and a general 
neglect of the lumber business. Only two 
of the Chicago banks hold any of the firm’s 
paper, and they claim to be secured. No es- 
timate'of the liabilities is given. 


Tum Building Committee of the Citizens’ 
Association is doing good work in the per- 
sonal inspection of the tenements and lodx- 
ing-houses of the city. The reports of its 
tour indicate a most deplorable condition of 
things. The cheap lodging-houses are uni- 
formly overcrowded and filthy, but not more 
so than some of the tenements, and especially 
the Italian quarters. It is evident that the 
owners of the premises, many of which are 
old, dilapidated frame shanties in localities 
which should bave built up long ago with 
respectable houses, pay no further attention 
to them than to collect the rents, which are 
out of ali proportion to the accommodations 
furnished. These owners, as a rule, are rich 
men who can well afford to -Keep their 
houses in a habitable condition, or at least 
free from the reeking filth of sewers and 
the blasts of the storms. The committee 
of the Citizens’ Association ought not to 
mince matters in their report, nor to spare 
the house-owners from proper condemna- 
tion. It is hoped that the association will 
take such action as shall arouse public indig- 
nation at the neglect and rapacity of the 
landiords, and lead to some thorough system 
of city inspection and adequate laws for the 
protection of poor humanity and public de- 
cency. 


LICENSE QUESTION IN THE COUNCIL 
AND LEGISLATURE. 

The Common Council has devoted two ses- 
sions to the discussion of the general de- 
mand for an increase of saloon licenses, The 
result is precisely what might have been ex- 
pected from a bummer Council. Every 
proposition looking to an increase was voted 
down. The Council refused to fix the II- 
cense fee even at the low figure of $104 per 
annum, though the public demand is for 


8500, and notwithstanding the saloonkeepers 


themselves would gladly have compromised 
at this rate. Even the proposition made by 
the Saloonkeepers’ Association through 
their attorney, fixing the minimum fee at 
$52 and assessing the gross receipts on a 
sliding scale up to $500, was rejected. This 
may have been brought about by the friends 
of high license, as the saloonkeepers’ plan 
would have yielded but little more revenue 
than the present low license, while it would 
have placed a premium on fraud and per- 
jury. Both the discussion and the votes 
taken in the Council revealed on the part 
of a majority of the Aldermen the most 
abject cowardice founded upon a dread of 
saloon influences in local politics. Some of 
the Aldermen are saloonkeepers, and these 
persons (like the Mayor, who rents one of his 
buildings for a saloon of the character which 
high license would wipe out of existence) 
were naturally opposed to any increase. 
Others, however, were evidently willing and 
desirous that the Legislature shall act in the 
matter, but did not care to risk the antag- 
onism of the saloon elements to themselves. 

The chief usefulness of the Council pro- 
ceedings in this matter has been to deter- 
mine that there is no hope of relief in that 
quarter. The Aldermen know that the city 
revenues are lamentably deficient, that the 
present rate of tax exhausts the lawful limit, 
and that high license alone is available for 
raising more money and at the same time re- 
pressing the vicious influences of the saloon 
business. But all this is not enough to in- 
duce the average Alderman to defer to 
public opinion at the risk of offending 
the saloonkeepers and the ward bummers 
who form their body-guard. The definit set- 
tlement of the Council’s attitude can scarcely 
fail to impress upon the Legislature the full 
measure of its responsibility; any failure on 
ig part to respond to the public demand will 
leave the chief city in the State powerless to 
control the liquor traffic in the interest of 
public morality and economy. 

The situation in the Legisiature is this: A 
License Committee has been appointed 
which, it is feared, has a majority unfavora- 
ble to the full demand of the people. If this 
shall prove to be the case it will be due to 
the action of the Democrats, who selected as 
their members of this committee men who 
are likely to act in behalf of the .saloon- 
keepers. At the same time it is reported 
from a variety of sources that a large ma- 
jority of the Legislature, including members 
of both parties, are in full sympathy with 
the public on this subject, and may be trust- 
ed to adopt a high-license law applying to 
the entire State. If this information be cor- 
rect, itis only necessary for a minority. ot 
the License Committee to report a proper 
measure in order to secure its adoption, and 
the friends of the saloonkeepers who are on 
that committee will not be able to help them- 
selves or their clients. 

Two measures looking to an increase in 
licenses have already been rejected by the 
License Committee, but this action may be 
justified in both cases. One bili proposed to 
assess a minimum fee of $500 and 10 per cent 
on the gross receipts in addition thereto; the 
other proposed to fix a minimum fee of $300, 
One of these proposed a plan that was too 
high and involved a system of espionage; 
the other suggested a figure that was too 
low. Two other measures remain to be con- 
sidered. One of these is the Harper bill, 
which is said to havé emanated from the 
Citizens’ League; it fixes a uniform license 


Chairman of the committee, and poses 
- $500 as the minimum license in the and 
$250 for the country. One or the r of 


these bills will be reported to the Legislature, 
if not by a majority, men by a minority of 
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ence in Michigan and Nebraska, and in the 
Innols cities which have adopted high li- 
censes ot their vywn motion, has been so uns 
formly in the direction of a reduction in the 
number of saloons, the suppression of crime 
and vice, the increase of revenue, and the 
general interests of the people, that no doubt 
can be entertained among the disinterested 
members of the Legislature as to the practi- 
eability and desirability of the high-license 
system. Under these conditions it is reason- 
able to expect favorable action frum the Leg- 
islature, especially since the Common Coun- 
cil of Chicago has served notice that it will 
do nothing in the matter. 


THE PAWNBROKERS AND THE THIEVES. 

The connection between the thief and the 
so-called pawubroker of this city is direct, 
notorious, hardly disguised, and mutually 
profitable. To the thief the pawnbroker is 
eminently essential; to the pawnbroker the 
thief is as essential to a profitable business. 
There is no difference in the degree of their 
criminality, though the. pawnbroker is pro- 
tected to some extent by the law, and, the 
pawnbrokers’ guild being numerous and 
wealthy, they enjoy the protection of the po- 
litical bummers whom they serve. In mu- 
nicipal elections in Chicago the pawnbrokers 
—and by that name we mean the notorivus 
receivers of stolen goods—are a power. They 
are active, unscrupulous engineers at 
primary meetings. They are political- 
ly on the side of the Aldermen of 
thelr wards, and, when a free-and-casy, 
go-as-you-please man gets in the Mayor’s 
office, they are all zealous supporters 
of such an officer. They want Aldermen and 
Mayors who will interfere for an easy exer- 
cise of police power, and in Chicago the busl- 
ness of keeping an open chop for the pur- 
chase of stolen goods is as free from police 
interference as is the running of other dls- 
honest dives and scandalous saloon brothels. 
This is not a new evil in Chicago. The 
Criminal Courts have frequently commented 
on it, and grand juries have reprobated it, 
but all attempts to convict a keeper of one of 
these fences have proved abortive. The 
keepers band together, and they are able by 
the use of money, under our loose criminal 
law, to secure delays and eventually ac- 
quittais, For some reason the police of this 
city has been utterly impotent to break up 
this most wide-spread of all criminal de- 
vices. 

Each of these so-called pawnshops is a 
school for the education of thieves. Boys 
and girls, clerks and servants, are taught how 
to steal and where to get prompt sale for the 
property they take. Once induced to steal 
for the shops, the unfortunate victim, how- 
ever strongly inclined te steal no more, can- 
not break off. The keeper of the den threat- 
ens him with exposure, requires him to steal, 
dictating to him what to steal, and the victim 
goes on until arrested. There have been 
scores of cases in this city where employés 
of stores have in this way been coerced iato 
wholesale robbery, for which the remorse- 
less fence would give them a few cents on 
the dollar and threaten them with éxposure 
if they complained. 

The latest case is that of a so-called pawn- 
broker named Levy, who in open court tes- 
tified that for over six months he had been 
purchasing stolen goods from four burglars 
now under arrest for various crimes. The 
man Levy did not hesitate to say that all the 
goods purshased of these men he knew were 
stolen, and that as fast as he bought then he 
sold them again. ‘The proceeds of one burg- 
lary of a shoe store he openly sold to a 
neighbor who keeps a shoe store. So com- 
mon and universal is the trade that he says 
he is complained of by the other keepers of 
similar shops because when the owners iden- 
tify stolen goods in his place he surrenders 
the property. 

We will not venture to state the probable 
number of these criminal establishments. 
They are to be found in all parts of the city, 
and have no more disguise about their busi- 
ness than have the licensed brothels. The 
police can furnish the Mayor at any time 
with the names and numbers of possibly 400 
of these notorious places for the purchase of 
stolen goods. The sneak-thieves who plun- 

houses and offices of overcoats and other 

perty can find a place in five minutes 
after the robbery where they can dispose of 
the property for cash. So long as there is a 
place where stolen goods may be bought and 
sold openly—whether the thing be a single 
watch, or an overeoat, or a car-load of 
silk or woolen goods, or the entire con- 
tents of a jeweler’s store—Chicago is perhaps 
one of the best places on the continent for 
thieves and burglars. So well known is this 
city for its places in which to sell stolen 
goods that Chicago enjoys the glory of being 
the grand distributing point for the interna- 
tional exchange of stolen goods. When cars 
are robbed of property the goods are brought 
to this city, répacked, and shipped to other 
places for sale. Whether goods are stolen 
in New York, Boston, New Orleans, or else- 
where they find their way here, where they 
are assorted according to appropriate mar- 
kets and are then forwarded openly by rail 
to the agents of the thieves’ alliance else- 
where. The local agents here purchase all 
they can get. They pay where the quantity 
is large about 20 per cent of the value to the 
burglars; where the things stolen are small 
in quantity aud in value and the thief is 
in ufgent need they pay him 5 per cent. 

Is there no remedy for this state of things ? 
Is the burglar and thief to have his own way 
and put law and public decency at defiance ? 
All the ordinary machinery of the law seems 
to be powerless to deal-with a branch of 
crime which is now carried on with seeining 


impunity. 
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NEW LAND ACT IN ENGLAND. 

A very important and radical land measure 
passed last year by the British Parliament is 
now in force, It is the Settled Land act, and 
its passage marks a very important era as 
affecting the status of every life-tenant of a 
settled estate. The Pall Malt Gazette says 
of it: 


The Settied Land dct is likely to make its ef- 
fects immediately felt. Conveyancing lately 
has been in a state of lethargy, if not of coi- 
lapse. In prospect of tbis act the land market 
bas been, it is said, as stagnant as the cotton 
market during the American Waror the silver 
trade in viewof an abolition of the duty on 
plate. It is rumored that scores of land-owners 
have been auxiousiy awaiting the new act, and 
that thousands o acres of land will soon be of - 
fered for sale. There is probably a good deal of 
exaggeration in those statements, but probably 
also a good deal of truth. The mere fact that a 
tenant for life can now exercise hia own unfet- 
tered judgment us to the advisableness of selling 
part of bis estate to improve the rest, or to pay 
off incumbrances upon it of which he has not 
bad the benefit while he has to bear the burden, 
is sufficient to induce many a man to sell. When, 
besides that, he can now get 4 per cent trom 
railway debentures instead — | per cent 
from eonsols out of the p of sale, the 
temptation by seilmg to substitate the higher 
rate of interest for tae 2% or 2 pet cent which he 
gets out of his land is enormously increased. 


The operation of the bill, which was intro- 
duced by Lord Cairns, may be briefly ex- 
plained. Its purpose is to relieve improvi- 
dent, pinched, or bankrupt landlords by en- 
abling them to sell off parts of their estates, 
and there are three or four thousand of them 
in this condition. At death the estate is left 
to the eldest son. He may succeed at a time 
when rents are high. Let us suppose that it 
is yielding £10,000 income and that the eldest 
son has five brothers. To each of these there 
is left a rent charge of £1,000 against the 


estate, leaving to the heir the title and u net 
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ineome of £5,000, But times 

hard and rents decline, and when he 
he gets only £6,000, upon which after paying 
the rent ch upon the estate there is only 
left a net inéome of £1,000, which is not 
enough to keep up thé estate. He is com- 
pelled to borrow at large rates of interest 
and to mo the lifeestate. His 
affairs soon become involved and tan- 
led up in almost inextricable confusion, 
until at last he finds himself unable 
to pay the heavy interest and keep up the 
rent charges. At this point the law steps in 
for his relief by allowing him to change as 
much of his land into money as in his judg- 
ment he thinks desirable.. He may sell one- 
halt the estate, and by putting the money 
into Government bonds, or, still better, in 
railroad debentures, meet his interest and 
charges, or by selling less than one-half at a 
high rate be enabled to pay his brothers with- 
out any difficulty, and when he dies can tarn 
over the bonds to the heir. The law works 
equally well if he wishes only to improve his 
estates. The Gazette is of opinion that the 
act will be largely used both for purposes of 
sale and of improvement, and that the auc- 
tioneers and the Land Commissioners will 
speedily have plenty of business. In its gen- 
erak bearings upon the question of land re- 
form it is of the highest importance, since 
it is the first step towards the liberation of 
land and the breakmg up of great estates.

CLEANING THE SIDEWALKS OF SNOW. 

Several of our readers haye inquired why 
the ordinance for cleaning the sidewalks 18 
not enforced. In Chicago, as in Eastern 
cities, there is a municipal regulation requlr- 
ing the occupier of property to keep the side- 
walks in front of them clear of snow. But 
in Chicago, unlike the Eastern cities, no at- 
tempt is made to compel compliance with it. 

lt has been decided by the Supreme Court 
of this State, not long ago, in a case which 
arose between Judge Gridley, of Blooming- 
ton, and the authorities of that city, that such 
an ordinance could not be enforced there, 
and their reasoning applies as well to Chi- 
cago. The owners of the adjoining property 
have no interest in the fee of the land com- 
prising the sidewalk and the street. That 
has passed in one way or another to the city, 
as by deed from the Canal Commissioners, 
in the case of Madison street in Chicago, 
by deed from the originator of a 
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or 
new subdivision, .or by purchase, as 
would be the case if the city 


widened Dearborn street. Asarule in the 
new Western cities property-owners have no 
such proprietary rights, reserved or rever- 
sionary, in the streets and sidewalks as in 
the older cities of the East. Our towns start 
as ready-made cities; those of the Last are 
villages of a larger growth. 

The language of the court in the case re- 
ferred to was very explicit. It said: 


The sidewalk is as mucba public highway 
free to the use of all as the street iteeif, and 
upon principle it follows the citizen cannot be 
jaid ander obligation under our laws to keep it 
free from obstructions io front of bis property 
at bis own expense auy more than the street 
itself. either by the exercise of the police power, 
or by fines penalties imposed by ordinance, 
or by direct iegisiative action. 


The sidewalk is public property, dedicated 
to public use, hence it must be cleaned by 
the voluntary exertions of the citizens, or by 
the city, or not at all. Sidewalks and street- 
pavements can be laid at the owner’s cost by 
special assessments. But special assess- 
ments do not come, the court says, within 
the police power of the city, and cannot be 
levied for cleaning sidewalks or streets. 

Chicago, according to the last report of the 
Board of Public Works, has 734 miles of side- 
walks laid. This makes more than 150,000 
sidewalks of the average size. For the city 
to undertake the job of cleaning these after 
every snow-storm is just as practicable as 
for Dame Partington to sweep out the Atlan- 
tic with her broom. We must fall back on 
first principles, and each one of us do with 
his own sidewalk as he would like to have 
his neighbors do. The decision of the Su- 
preme Court seems to leave absolutely no 
room for any coercion in sidewalk-cleaning, 
except that of good-will to your fellow-man 
—and so to yourself. / 


LAW-REFORM IN THE ILLINOIS LEG- 
ISLATURE. 

The cause of criminal-law reform is ap- 
parently in a fair way to receive favorable 
and judicious treatment at the hands of the 
present Legislature. The separate introduc- 
tion of the various changes which are desired 
is probably to be preferred to any one meas- 
ure which should seek to include all the 
proposed amendments, for the reason that 
each item will thus receive special attention, 
and the Legislature may inform itself in 
every case Of the necessity of a new prac- 
tice. If one comprehensive bill were intro- 
duced, it might be defeated by a coalition of 
those opposed to single provisions; under 
the present mode of proceeding the friends 
of criminal-law reform may safely count 
upon securing a number of the improve- 
ments they demand if they cannot get all 
they wish. 

One of the first triumphs of the criminal- 
law reformers is recorded in the vote taken 
in the Judiciary Committee on Senator 
Fifer’s bill, which provides that the State’s- 
Attorney may accept as evidence any state- 
ment as to what an absent witness would 
testify which the defendant may make in an 
affidavit asking for a continuance because 
such witnéss cannot be produced. There 
was considerable doubt as to the constitu- 
tionality of such a bill, because the bill of 
rights assures to every person accused of 
crime the privilege of meeting witnesses 
face to face.” But the meaning of this con- 
stitutional provision is so evidently that tes- 
timony shall not be taken agatnst the ac- 
cused without giving him and his counsel 
the right to confront the witness. that the 
committee has concluded the proposed 
amendment to prevent continuances will be 
sustained by the Supreme Court. This will 
certainly be the case if the Supreme Court shall 
be governed by the obvious intention of the 
Constitution. Sinee this bill is to be favor- 
ably reported by the Judiciary Committee 
— is a good prospect that it will become a 
aw. 

Senator Ray, of Grundy, has introduced 
several bills in the line of the reforms which 
have been suggested. One of these proposes 
to leave to the discretion of the trial Judge 
the granting or refusal of an application for 
a change of venue based on the alleged 
prejudice of one ortwo of the Judges compe- 
tent to preside at the trial. This bill may be 
improved by limiting the change of vente on 
account of prejudice to one Judge, and by 
providing that the trial in hand shall proceed 
immediately under some other Judge of the 
Circuit Court, to be selected by the Judge 
granting the change of venue. The purpose 
of nearly every application for a change of 
venue is to secure delay. It is one of the 
steps In the policy of wearing out the prose- 
cution, outliving public interest, running off 
or conciliating the witnesses, and securing 
the escape of the criminal by default. Hence 
provision should be made to prevent a con- 
tinuance as the result of a change of venue. 

Another bill proposed by Senator Ray pro-

can rule out offers of preposterous evidence, 
it is true, but only after the attorney has virt- 
ually put it before the jury. But beyond 
this he has absolutely no influence to pro- 
cure from the jury an intelligent construc- 
tion of the law or an impartial review of the 


farts. 

A third bill proposed by Senator Ray en- 
ables the State’s-Attorney to amend any de- 
fect as to form in indictments, and provides 
that no motion in arrest of judgment or writ 
of error shall be sustained for any matter not 
affecting the real merits of the offense 
charged. Indictments are further protected 
against summary quashing on account of in- 
formality of proceedings in the grand jury. 
Perhaps the most important of all Mr. 
Ray's propositions, however, is the bill intro- 
duced to make the bail-bond in a criminal 
case a lien upon the real estate described in 
the surety’s schedule, and providing that it 
shall so remain until properly discharged. 
There is not much question but such a law 
would break up the straw-bail business. It 
would furnish a reliable means for collecting 
bonds in case of forfeiture, and recognizances 
would no longer be available as a means to 
secure delay or to enable criminals to escape. 
It might be added to Senator Ray’s bill with 
advantage that the Clerk of the court shall 
be responsible for the recording of such liens 
and for the release thereof when the bond is 
properly discharged. 

If these various propositions now before 
the Legislature shall go through, the crim- 
inal law of this State will be in a condition 
to insure Innocent men a speedy trial and to 
prevent the guilty from avoiding it.

THE ALABAMA CONVICT HORRORS. 

There have been printed from time to time 
in the Northern papers and in the columns of 
Tue Cmeado Tumor reports of the hor- 
rible treatment of convicts in the camp-pris- 
ons of Alabama and other Southern States. 
These reports as a rule have been denied by 
Southern newspapers or they have claimed 
that the real condition of the convicts has 
been grossly and maliciously exaggerated. 
We have before us the biennial report of the 
inspectors of the Alabama Penitentiary from 
Sept. 30, 1880, to Sept. 30, 1882, to the Gov- 
ernor, printed at Montgomery, Ala., by the 
State Printer. It is, it will be perceived, an 
official document, and naturally would not 
make the condition of the convicts any worse 
than it really is. A glance through the pages 
of this document will show that reports 
hitherto printed in Northern paper Are wild 
as compared with the official testimony of 
the Inspectors, the Warden, the Physician, 
and the Chaplain of the penitentiary, and that 
the story of horror has not been haif told. 
It is a tale of cruelty that makes one doubt 
whether he is living in a civilized country 
and in the midst of the influences and hu- 
manities of the nineteenth century. 

There are 522 convicts in Alabama. Of 
these 455 are colored and sixty-seven are 
white. Of the entire number there are but 
thirty-eight within the walls of the peniten- 
tiary, and these are blind, imbecile, and in- 
sane, or too aged and crippled to be hired out 
for labor. The remaining 484 are scattered 
through the State in thirteen camp-prisons, 
the slaves of thirteen contractors. Since the 
last report sixty-one have died, the most 
fearful death-rate ever known in the convict 
records of this or any other country, unless 
it were in the Black Hole of Calcutta or the 
mines of Siberia. The system under which 
these victims are hired out, fed, housed, and 
cared for is tenfold worse than the system of 
slavery which prevailed in the Seuth before 
the War. 

The convicts are worked in coal mines or 
upon farms. The Inspectors say in their re- 
port that those in the mines work without 
shoes and are poorly clad. From two to four 
convicts are worked in a squad, and the 
squad is required to mine a certain quantity 
of coal in a specified time. If the squad fail, 
they are all lashed, so that industrious ones 
who have worked hard suffer equally with 
those who may have shirked. The beds and 
blankets are filthy. The prisons are infested 
‘with vermin. At one of the principal camps 
there is no hospital at all. The Inspectors 
say: The squad worked on the railroad 
were packed in small weather-houses, the 
sick and well together. Their clothing and 
persons were — with vermin. They 
seldom had ve le diet. The average 
number of this squad did not exceed forty. 
Twelve have died.” As to the death-rate 
they say: 8 

The average number of convicts employed in 
the mines at Cokston in the last two years has 
been 110. Of this pumber seventeen have died. 
The average number at New Castie has been 
fifty-five and five have died. We do not charge 
this dreadful death-rate solely to the business 
of min It is due partly to the neglect of the 
sick and sanitary laws, and partly, possibly 


largely, to working convicts in the mines physi- 
cally unable to perform such work. 

The report of the Warden confirms that of 
the Inspectors and adds to its horrors. After 
inspecting the camp-prisons, he says: 

I found the prisous where convicts were con- 
fined in most instances 13 unt for the pur- 
— 5 for which they were intended. They were 

ullt, in most oases, With a view to the strictest 
economy. No regard was bad to the important 
question of ventilation, and the prison fre- 
quently contained twice a8 many convicts as its 

imensions would warrant. _They were as filthy, 
as a rule, as dirt could make mg and both 

risons and prisoners were infested with vermin. 

e bedding was totally uatit for use. I found 

that convicts were excessively and in some in- 
stances cruelly punished; that they were poor! 
clothed and fed; that the sick were neeiecte 
insomuch as no hospitals had been provid 
they being confined in the ceils with the wel 
convicts. The use of dining-room furniture, at 
some prisons, was unknown, the men having 
their meais spread on a bench, or shelf, or given 
them by the cookin their hands. prisons 
have no adequate water-supply, and I verily be- 
lieve there were men in m who had not 
wasbed their faces in twelve months. 


is it any wonder that the Warden indlg- 
nantly asks: How is it possible to reform 
a man or woman without first inspiring 
self-respect? How is it possible for him 
or her to have self-respect when rolling 
in filth and preyed upon at night by ver- 
min to such an extent as to drive him or her 
mad? You may as well expect to instill de- 
cent habits into a hog as to reform a criminal 
whose habits and surroundings are as filthy 
asa pig’s. To say there are any reformatory 
measures used at our prisons or thatany re- 
gard is had to kindred subjects isto state a 
falsehood.” 

‘The Chaplain of the penitentiary does not 
mince words: He says: “ This neglect of and 
cruelty to convicts may go on for a time yet, 
but sooner or later the curses of Almighty 
God will be showered down upon this Com- 
monweaith. Unless the, present system is 
changed the Judge of all the earth will see 
that retribation is meted in due season to the 
State of Alabama. Under the present modus 
operandi the Alabama Penitentiary as a re- 
formatory institution is one of the grandest 
farces and one of the most sublime humbugs 
that human intelligence could possibly im- 
agine.“ The Physician in his report says: 
Without endeavoring to point out the path- 
ological conditions of cases, I desire to call 
your attention to some hygienicé points. As a 
rule they looked as if they had not washed 
themselves or their clothes for months. They 
were frequently covered with lice. Some of 
them had defecated on themselves apparently 
for some time. In short, cleanliness was a 
stranger to their persons.“ 

But why follow the horrible subject fur- 
ther? The few extracts we Have made show 
that all that has been told heretofore was as 
nothing compared with the actual condition 
of the convicts in the Alabama camp-prisons. 
It is astory which makes one doubt the ex-

WE print elsewhere an abstract of a most 
remarkable speech made to the members of 


raine by the Marshal von Manteuffel, the 
ruler of those provinces under the German 
Government. It appears that. Manteuffel 
speaks but once a year, which, to judge from 
the nature of the remarks quoted, must be 
sufficient for the people of those unfortunate 
provinces. Of late, affairs im Alsace-Lorraine 
have not gone to suit him. Several of the peo- 
ple, among them some high in office, being 
more familiar with French than German, have 
chosen to speak the former language. Some 
of the Deputies in the Imperial Parliament 
have also maintained an attitude that does 
not sult him. He had undertaken to found 
a military school for youth, but his scheme 
was defeated by the Deputies. The Alsace- 
Lorrainers had also sought to abrogate the 
law making German the official language and 
to wipe out the Dictator clauses of the Con- 
stitution. Worse than this, the provinces 
had elected men who did not recognize the 
solidarity of Alsace-Lorraine with Germany. 
As the remedy for all these menaces, trifling 
as they seem to us, Manteuffel did not hesi- 
tate to notify the members of the Provincial 
Committee that if they were persisted in ro- 
course would be had to force. He was a sol- 
dier and war was his element, and the war 
feeling was divinely great. While he re- 
spected the French army, he knew the Ger- 
man army, and “ifthis waris again forced 
upon us, hundreds of thousands of German 
women (like the ancient Spartans) will calli to 
their sons to return with their shields or on 
their shields.” The speech was sucha one 
as might have been expected from the hard, 
cold, rigid, iron Marshal who made it. Since 
his administration commenced, all the peo- 
ple of Aisace-Lorraine who could get away 
have gone to France. It is evident that 
Manteutfel proposes to Germanize the rest if 


it has to be done with cold steel.

AFTER an exceedingly pleasant autumn 
Chicago has had an exceptionally severe 
winter up to thistime. The season has been 
of a kind especially hard upon the poor.

The Training-School for Nurses, 

The attention of the Chicago public has 
been recently called to the second annual report 
of the Lilinois Training-School for Nurses. Per- 
sons jaterested in its welfare have been sur- 
prised and gratified at the progress made in es- 
tablishing this much-needed institution. 

This school was opened May 1, 1881, with a Su- 
perintendent and two head nurses from Bellevue 
Hospital, New York. They had a class of eight 
pupils only, and took charge of but two wards in 
Cook County Hospital. Those eight pupils came 
in on probation for one month and Were not all 
accepted as pupils. Today the school has charge 
of seven wards, in which twenty-three pupil 
nurses are acceptably employed, and five more 
young ladies are at work on probation. This 
makes a total of twenty-seven nirses in train- 
ing for future usefulness in their chosen pro- 
fession, 

The report referred to contains extracts from 
letters written to the Board of Directors by ten 
of the most prominent and successful physi- 
cians and surgeons of Chicago, who tn their 
connection with the hospital have had daily op- 
portunities of witnessing the work done by 
these nurses, and are giad to testify to the pros- 
péctive vaiue of such service to the public at 
large when the pupils sball have graduated 
from the school; Tue Tuns learus that a 
permanent bome is being » built near Cook 
County Hospital in which to board and 
lodge these pupil-nirses during their al- 
lotted term of service (two years), and that it 
is to be completed by May, at which time the 
family representing this praiseworthy enterprise 
will take possession of its new quarters.

The Grain Receivers’ Association With- 
draw the Charges Against A. M. 
Wright-The Amended Heport on In- 
spection. 

A meeting of the Grain Receivers’ Association 
was beld in the Board of Trade Directors’ room 
yesterday afternoon, the President, Mr. Dun- 
ham, in the chair. The attendapce was larger 
than usual, principally owing to the fact that 
the report of the committee appointed to con- 
sult with Commissioner Bogue was to come up 
for further discussion, it baving been partly 
discussed at the meeting held Wednesday last. 

The President waid that according to the con- 
stitution of the association the officers for the 
present year should have been elected in De- 
cember last, but. that on the date fixed for 
the meeting there was not a quorum 
of members present and the election had to 
be postponed. consequently their first duty now 
was to elect officers for the unexpired term of 
the presetit year. Messrs. G. M. How and W. H. 
Beebe were each nominated for the Presidency;

BURGLING AS AN ART. 


The Burglar and His Methods—A Con- 
sideration of His Ways, His Tools, 
and His Fals, His Successes and 


His Faliures. 

The methods of the American thief are very 
comprehensive and skiliful, more so than those 
of the profession, for such has thieving become, 
of other countries. It is commonly acknowledged 
among the first police officers of the world that 
for a fine job the American thief is far ahead of 
be of any other nation. Why should they be? 
That is somewhat of a mystery, unless to the 
training he has received under the tutelage of 
the best of English thieves he adds the pe- 
culiar daring, coolness, cunning, and skill that 
seems to be inberent in the fully-developed 
American; but no matter for what reason, the 
fact remains unchallenged that be stands at the 
head of the craft. A consideration of his ways, 
gentie and otherwise, will be  interest- 
ing to read. He is divided into’ many 
families, but first and foremost among 
thieves is the bank-burglar, or“ high toby- 
man.” He is the king bee in the criminal hive, 
and affects to be a gentleman when not engaged 
on a lay.“ The history of nearly every large 
and wealthy city abounds in instances of the 
bank-robber’s daring roguery. He comes and 
leaves mysteriously, and his presence would not 
have been felt had he not left a kit of beau- 
tiful tools beside a wrecked safe or bank-vault 
and taken in exchange money and bonds that may 
be thousands, but more often proved tens or 
hundreds ot thousands. This, in his peguliarly- 
Sportive moments de might term a fair ex- 
change and does: but no amount of sportive 
wit can persuade the bank olflicers into thus re- 

ard the visit. Bank burglars are notin the 

abit of working alone. They travel in gangs, 
and have at their beck and call a crowd of con- 
federa capitalists, layers-out and go-be- 
tweens. eir burgiare’ tools are geverally of a 
superior order, gathered with care and piece- 
meal until the Kit is made ub. A full kit of the 
best order is worth $2,000. This may all go iu 
the event of a failure of a job by disturbance, 
and generaily does go when a successful piece 
of work is accomplished, as the booty is beavy 
enougn to carry away in iteelf, so that tools are 
left behind. Mechanics of a superior class ex- 
ist in larger cities who make a speciaity of 
fashioning burglars’ tools. Fifty per cent of the 
noted burglars are practical smiths and thor- 
oughly understand the temper and capacity of 
their own tools. Sometimes a gang., each own- 
ing implements of different kinda, pool their 
possessions and thus make a full “kit.” The 
tool-makers have their specialties. Some are 
famous for chisels, others for punches and jim- 
mies, and one maker has made a national repu- 
tation for a sledge of icad and copper that en- 
tirely supersedes that formerly used of steel, 
because of the dull, almost noiseless, blow it 
Strikes. 

The latest great improvement js in drills that 
cut into steel like a Kulte into wood. Espevially 
is this true of the double ratchet drill of How- 
ard’s, the burgiar who was murdered by his 
comrades some years ago for treachery. It 
is said that nothing employed in safe building 
could resist this powerful tool umm what is 
known as chrome steel was invented, thus prov- 
ing that science is ever destined to keep in ad- 
vance of crime. Another tool, called a safe- 
opener,” made on the principle of a domestic 
oyster-opener, will cut the front out of most 
safes when it once gets a hold. But the most 
powerful and destructive instrument used by 
burglars is the safe-drag, originally made iu En- 
giand. It weighed at first about 500 pounds, but 
American ingenuity has got it down toa little 
over 100 pounds, besides improving its effective- 
ness. ith this an expert can tear the majority 
of so-called burglar- proof safes literally to 
pieces. It does not require a very fertile imag- 
ination to picture the havoc afew such daring 
cracksmen as Bristol Bill, Max Shinburn, Jack 
Wade, Red Leary, Scott, Duniap, or Edson could 
make among the banks of the country with

The performances at the various theatres 
during the just week were of a kind that do not 
call for lengthy review, and in spite of the 
severe and changeabie weather all have drawn 
well except * Oid Shipmates " at McVicker’s, of 
which familiarity seems to have stripped the 
charm, Ot Squatter Sovereignty,” in which Mr. 
M. W. Hanley's company bave disported them- 
selves to the apparent satisfaction of a numer- 
ous body of admirers, not much can be said by 
way of praise.

about all these transactions in which Flemmin 
was engawed, but his business was carri 
on so shrewdly that the suspicions entertained 
regarding him were never verifed. Among 
— other deals was furnishing bail for offenders 
before the Police Court. He is said to have 
never gone back on anybody in trouble. pro- 
vided the bonus was sufficiently large.

WATER-BACK EXPLOSIONS. 

The Master Piumbers’ Association send in the 
foliowing good advice, which should be cut out 
and pasted in the bats of servant-giris: The 
subject of ‘ Explosionsof Kitchen-Stove Water- 
Backs with Fatal Results, and the Best Known 
Ways to Prevent the Same,’ was brought before 
the Master Plumbers’ Association at its last 
meeting, and the following decision was arrived 
atzand ordered printed in the daily papers: 

A cast-iron water-back is known by all prac- 
tical plumbers as the mcst dangerous. When an 


explosion occurs it flies all to pieces, carrying 
destruction and death with it. while on the con- 


trary we know of no fatal resuits by the burst- 
ing of wrought-iron pipe water-backs. To pre- 
vent water-back explosions, before you light 
the fire in the morning in your kitchen stove, 
apply a burning newspaper to every part of the 
connecting pipe between stove and boiler. Hold 


the blaze longer close to the boiler and stove.

BEECHER, 

THE BROOKLYN DIVINE OOMPLETES A LECT- 
URE ON “THE MORAL USE OF RICHES,” 
BEGUN IN CHICAGO NEARUY’ A YEAR 
AGO. 

The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher last evening 
delivered his lecture on “The Moral Use of 
Riches” before a very large and appreciative 
audience in Central Music-Hall. The tecture is 
the one which Mr. Beecher began here last 
March, when, it will be remembered, heswooned 
on the stage. The reverend gentleman was in- 
troduced ina brief explanatory speech by the 
Rev. J. H. Barrows, and after a few words gf 
reference to his misfortune of nearly a year 
ago be began his lecture, which consumed about 
an hour and three-quarters in delivery. He re- 
viewed at some length 

THE MODES OF GETTING RICHES 
and the motives which spurred some men to 
the accumulation of wealth, and then reached 
the main portion of his discourse, He said. that 
the physical necessities of life put men in the 
way of acquiring property, and that from the 
beginning the way of elevation has been the 
way of property. He who developed property 
developed himself. He charged against the 
young men of this age that they were not will- 
ing to develop property. If they could have 
their own way they would begin where their 
fathers left off. They lacked self-denial, the 
basis of all elevation. At the age of 40 years 


every intelligent man should have au inde- 


ndency. Those who had not were vicious, and 
ived to themseives. Every y was an animal 
to begin with, and too many Were to end with. 


THE POOREST KIND OF A MAN, 


was one who could simply get enough together 
to live on each day. -If a man could get but $1 
a day be should live on less. He did not mean 
that a man was only worth $l a day, but if that 
was all be could get be should live on jess. An 
ox and ass could work with muse and bore.

THE WESTERN _UNION TELEGRAPH COM- 
PANY SUES ITS YOUNG NAMESAKE. 

The new Western Union Telegraph Company, 
which has just been incorporated under the laws 
of this State, jumps into a lawsuit on its first ap- 
pearance, with its namesake of New York. The 
bili was filed yesterday in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court by the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, and sets out that the complainant is a 
cvrporation created under the laws of New 
York and organized in September, 1854, under 
the name of the New York & Mississippi Val- 
ley Printing Telegraph Company. It changed 
its name and took its present title in 1856. In 
1867 it filed its acceptance with the Postmaster- 
General of the restrictions and obligations of 
the act of Congress of 1866. It hus been engaged 
in business continuously since 1856 under its 
present name, and has bh an extensive and 
profitsbie custom. It has been managed with 
‘economy and fidelity to the interests of its 
patrons and owners, and by the expenditure of 
many millions of dollars bas built up a luerative 
patronage and extended its wires to all the im- 
portant cities, towns, and villages through- 
out the nited States.“ Many. com- 
panies have beeu organized in competition 
with it, but none of them has ever conducted or 
attempted to conduct a tel ph business un- 
der its name until on ot January last 
H. O. Colvin, Harvey 8. Hayden, and Charles J. 
Huribut filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State at Springfleid a statement of their pro- 
posal to form a telegraph company under the 
name of the Western Union a Compa- 
ny, with a capital of $1,000,000.

Personne! of the Firm. 

The firm of Ferry & Brother is composed of 
Thothas W. Ferry, United States Senator from 
Michigan, and his brother, Edward P. Ferry. 
They are manufacturers and dealers, wholesale 
and retail, in lumber, lath, and shingles. They 
conduct extensive milis at Lake Harlow, Mon- 
tague, and Muskegon, Mich., and employ about 
600 men. The firm was orgacized in 1842. the 


ured fast year about 35,000,000 feet of lumber, 
5,000,000 lath, and 5,000,000 shingles. The firm 
owns immense tracts of pine timber, a siiver- 
mine at Park City, Utah, some ore-beds, and 
large quantities of real estate. They are in- 
— in the Grand Haven Steamboat Line, 
and are supposed to be the owners of the Michi- 
gan Barge Line. Their mines were fully 
equipped at a greut outlay of money. 

Senator Ferry began bis political career in 
1850 in the Michigan Legisiature. He was after- 
wards a member of Congress, serving four 
terms. He was elected United States Senator to 
succeed Jacob M. Howard. Senator Ferry has 
also served as Vice-President of the United 
States. As Speaker of the House be became 
acting Vice-President upon the death of Vice- 
President Wilson, serving from Dec. 20, 1875, to 
March 4, 1877. 

“THE FATHER OF THE FERRY BOYS,” 
saida gentieman who knows the family well, 
came to Chicago a great many years ago as a 
missionary. He madea trip to Mackinaw, and 
on his return told Mr. B. W. Raymond that de 
saw an opening for a store there, and 
Mr. Raymond trusted bim for a stock 
of goads. That store was the founda- 
tion of his fortune. He made money, and 
invested it in pine lands—bought an immense 
acreage in the course of time, but a good deal 
of the timber was near the water, and was not 
as good as that inland. He established bimscif 
in the lumber business in Chicago, and for a 
long time the firm was Ferry & Son. When the 
father died he left a will under which the boys 
were to pay so much a thousand stumpage to 
the estate. I don't recollect the price, but it 
was considered pretty high in those days. How- 
ever, when prices went up it leit a good margin. 
After the old gentieman’s deatn the firm became 
Ferry & Bro., and they have been in business 
fortwenty years. At first their affairs here 
were naged by a very competent man, 
and y made money. But he died, and 
they lost his services. Since then the business 
nas been conducted by others, who may be just 
as reliable, but they haven't as much experi- 
ence, and not a8 much trading bas been done us 
in years gone by. Senator Ferry looked after 
the Chicago business, but since his entrance into 
politics husg't given it as much attention as he 
otherwise would have done. His brother has a 
machine-shop at Grand Hayen, and at one time 
injured his mind by overwork. Their head boox- 
keeper here some years ago turned out to be a 
defauliter, and they lost something through dim, 
but how much I don’t know. They owned two 
or three vessels, which brought their lumber 
here, and also a mili at Black River and another 
at Grand Haven.” 


Feeling Among the Lumbermen. 

Yesterday afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter in- 
tor viewed a number of prominent lumbermen 
of the city upon the failure of Ferry Brothers, 
of Grand Haven. The main features of the 
responses to inguiries elicited are about these: 
Although the firm has engaged very largety in 
the manufacture of lumber on the east shore 
of the lake, it has never cut any considerable 
figure in the Chicago market, and its failure will 
therefore not be felt. The yards in this city 
sold in the neighbourhood of 20,000,000 feet of 
lumber per’ year, but the trade was 
almost wholly local. so that its dropping 
out will have ver littie@ etfect upon 
the general trade. ess is known among 
lumbermen here about the firm’s affairs than 
about those of almost any other firmin the 
West, forthe reason that they were in such 
slight Contact with it. Senator T. W. Ferry, the 
senion partner, is.known as a man of very littie 
business ability for the réason that he was will- 
ing to trust nearly N that applied for 
credit, and his brother, E. P. Ferry, has been out 
West for a number of years looki after min- 
ing interests owned by the firm. e natural 
result of tne absence of both brothers from the 
scene of business operations is now upon them, 
and the only wonder among Chicago lumber- 
men is that the firm bas kept up 
so long. Not long ago ‘the firm disposed 
of dock property on the South Branch, for 
which nearly $500,000 was received, but soon 
after the Senator and a syndicate with whicn he 
was connected was obliged to give upa tract of 
land a tew miles north of this city for which 
they had promised to pay about $1,000,000. Just 
how the tirm’s money has gone from it is not 
known here, as very little interest was felt in its 
affairs. It has a plant of considerable value at 
Grand Haven, and owns besides a larxe tract of 
pine lands; also a large steam-tug, the New Era, 
and nine tow barges, comprising what is known 
as the Grand Haven Barge Line, and two 
schooners, tho Lumberman and E. P. Ferry, 
worth in all not less than $100,000. The firm is 
not indebted to any Chicago parties as far as 
ean be learned. 


A Crash Not Expected, 

A TRIBUNE reporter had a talk last evening 
with a gentleman who is pretty thoroughly 
posted on the business done by the Ferry Bros. 
in Michigan. Said he: Only Edward and 
United States Senator Ferry constituted the firm. 
I predicted this failare five years ago, and I 
think that it will prove to be a very bud one. 
The agents of the firm here were E. P. and T. 
W. Ferry, who actéd as cashier and manager. 
The property here and about $100,000 worth of 
lumber was sold to Cutler, of Grand Haven, 
some time ago, to secure him for the money 
which he loaned them from his bank. You 
couldn't expect anything else than failure 
from the mwauner in which they did their busi- 
ness. One neglected it and saiied into politics; 
the other, Ed, went into Utah and started in 
mining, which proved a mine for the burial of a 
good business. Lumber is a branch of trade 
that demands close attention. It is a business 
that can’t stand newiect, and it will not run it- 
self. The Ferrys bad enterprise. They built 
the little town of Montague, opposit Whitehall, 
where they had an interest in two mills anda 
store. I am afraid that the bequests left by 
their father will never realize a cent. It 
is the — outcome of negiecting 
a protitable business. They owned a mii 
on Biack Lake, between Muskegon and Grana 
Haven. They were cutting the lust oftheir pine 
on their land on White River this winter. ey 
own immense tracts of timber lands which are 
now exhausted. You will tind that Senator 
Ferry, though he is a first-rate man, bas run bis 
career, and he has reached the end, and 
that the boys have wusted a handsome patrimo- 
ny left by their father. The only thing 1 an, 
afraid of is that innocent parties are seriously 
hurt by this failure. There are others interested 
with them in business, and the Ferrys went on 
issuing notes, for which their associates are 
equally liable, and po one knows to what extent 
these notes have been issued, and here is where 
the rub comes in.”’ 


Michigan Banks Protecting 
selves, 

GRAND HAvxx, Mich., Feb. 3.—{Special.]—The 
creditors have attached all the property of 
Ferry & Bro. they could find. There are many 
rumors here as to the reasons. Some say it is 
for political effect, while others claim the at- 
tachments were made to secure the creditors, 
among whom are the old Fifth National of Chi- 
cago, whose attorney says it is fully secured. 
The first National of Grand Haven is secured. 
The Genesee County Savings Bank is secured by 
an attachment. The Flint National of Fiict is 
secured by attuchments. The firm have 
a large amount of property in trust 
here and at Montague, and Whitehall, Chicago, 
Park City, Utah, and many other places. 
Whether the property will cover tne liabilities 
or not is not Known. Neither member of the 
firm is in the city, and definit figures cannot be 
learned. Many look at it asa political dodge of 
the banks and opponents of Senator Ferry to 
defeat his election. The sympathy ef the mass 
of the peopie is with him, although some of his 
enemies are trying to make vapitat out of it.

Mayor of Omaha

A Letter from the 
Explaining Mow it 
braska.

Omaha, Neb., and is in answer to mine, asking 
for the practical results of high license in that 
city. 

You are at liberty to publish it. I think, at 
this time, it will do good to publish, as there is 
a great deal of interest in the subject over the 
State. WX. REYNOLDS. 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 29.—Mr Wiliam Reynolds, 
Peoria, li.—My Dear Sie: Your favor of late 
date is at hand. As I have but a few moments’ 
time I must necessarily be brief. First, the 
liquor-license in cities of 10,000 and over is 
$1,000 per annum. Two weeks’ notice by publi- 
cation is required. Applicauon must be signed 
by thirty freeholders, residents of the precinct, 
certifying to the rood character of the applicant. 
A bond of $5,000 is required, conditioned 
that applicant will not sell to minors, 
and that the applicant will de - responsible 
forall damages that may be sustained by the 
purchaser of Teves, vr by any memberof said 
9 7 family. The bond must be sigred 

y two sureties. 

Our City Council requires the license to be 
paid quagteriy in advance. 

The license for cities less tban 20,000 inbab- 
itants and for the country is fixed at $500. The 
bond ia cities must be approved by a board, con- 
sisting of the Mayor, President of che City Coun- 
cil,and the City-Cierk. This board also passes 
upon the petition of the applicant, and, if ov- 
jection is made, bears testimony. 

We had 170 saloons in our city of 35,000 people 
paying a license of $100 per annum, and the 
feeling was very bitter among the saloons at 
first agaſust the new law. A Liquor Union was 
formed, and out of 150 saloonkeepers present at 
the last meeting previousto the time the law 
was to take effect only one man voted to take 
out the $1,000 license, the others voting to fight 
the law. I told them that while l was Mayor l 
would enforce the law, and I did, only two per- 
sons selling openly without license. Those two 
were prosecutedand fined $100 for each offense, 
the ftines.and costs in one case being over $600. 

Druggists can get permit to seil liquors for 
mechanical and medicinal purpose by. paying 
$10. They are watched closely. 

We now bave about seveuty saloons, paying 
$1,000 each, where we had 170, paying $100 each. 
The lowest class are “ frozen out ot the “ us! 
ness, and the liquor trallic is in gde hands of 
the responsible and better class. verything 80 
far bas worked well in favor of hieh liceuse, and 
I think the people of Lilinois would do well to 
pass such a iuw.

LORD HIGH CHANCELLOR. 


A Bill Filed at Baltimore that the 
Great Jurist Is Now Spuriousiy Ap- 
pearitne Before Himeelf. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 3.—|Special.]~—D'Oyley 
Carte, the theatrical manager, through his at- 
torneys, Brown, Holmes & Co., of Boston, today 
filed a bill in the United States Circuit Court 
here against Managers John T. Ford and Charles 
E. Ford, of this city. It claims that William 8. 
Gilbert and Arthur Sullivan were the first orig- 
inal authors of the comic opera of lolantne: 
or, The Peer and the Peri’’; that it was first per- 
formed in November, 1882,at the Surrey Theatre, 
London, and has never been published, and that 
the orchestral score has been given in 
MS. copies only to those licensed 
to play the opera by said G- 
bert and Sullivan; that the plaintiff, 
Richard D'Oyley Carte, of London, is the owner 
by purchase of the exclusive right to give pub- 
lic performances of said opera, and that such 
right is of great value; that there has been pub- 
lished in this country by the complainant's per- 
mission a book consisting of the voice parts of 
the said opera, and the words to be sung, and a 
pianoforte accompaniment for the voice parts, 
but the book is not intended or adapted for 
orchestral use, because it does not contaip any 
score or band parts suitable tor playing 
by the instruments of.an orchestra; that 
the complainant, at great expense, pro- 
duced the opera at the Standard Theatre in 
New York, and licensed James Swanne Key to 
give public performances of Iolanthe in the 
Western and Southern cities,he to pay the 
complainant a percentage of the profits: that 
Key employed an orchestral conductor, band. 
players, and singers, and others, and set out ona 
tour through the West aad South, and is now 
engaged in said tour; that, atter the producuon 
cf “lolanthe’’ at the Standard Theatre and 
compiainant licensed Mr. Key, the defendants, 
John T. and Charles E. Ford, employed a com- 
pany and produced the opera in several of the 
Soutbern and Western Gities, announcing it as 
Gilbert and Sullivan's new tairy opera,“ Iolanthe: 
or, The Peer and Peri,” the said opera contain- 
ing the voice-parts and an orchestral accompan- 
iment, partly composed by.some one to the 
com piainant unknown, hired by the defendants 
for that purpose, and partly of orchestral pas- 
sayes copied or imitated from the orchestral 
score by Sullivan on occasious of authorized 
public performances thereof by some parties 
unknown; that Cnaries E. Ford is the manager 
and John T. Ford bis partner: that Cuaries 
traveis With the company, keeping just ahead 
of Key, and announcing his performances aa 
the first of the kind, and that the production 
of the opera will be an exact imitanon 
of those of London and New York, 
meaning the entire opera, ineluding the orches- 
tration of said Suilivan as aforesaid, will be so 

roduced by the defendants, because there has 

en no production of lolanthe without the 
said genuine orchestration; that their orches- 
tration is inferior to that of the genuiue, and 
thus the reputation of the opera and the gights 
of complainant are injured; and, besides, . an- 
ticipating Key they interfere with the complain- 
apts profits; that the defendauts bave advertised 
tojproduce * lolanthe”’ in Baltimore on Monday 
next, Feb. 5, and that this is contrary to equity. 

The bill, therefore, asks that the defendants 
shall be perpetually enjoined and restrained by 
aninjunctuion from producing the same. The 
case was set for trial Monday.

Board of Trade Men Confident that 
Railroaders Will Soon Climb” 
for Business.

East-Bound Freight Shipments Daring 
the Last Week—An Approximate State- 
ment—The Present Status of the Fight 
with the Board of Trade. 

Althcugh most of the Eastern railroad officials 
admit that they have greatly injured their case 
avainst the Board of Trade by withholding the 
regular reports of shipments from the public, 
yet no arrangements have yet been made for 
furnishing the press with the regular weekly 
reports of shipments, and, consequently, THE 
TRIBUNE is not able to give its regular tabu- 
lated weekly report of oast- bound shipments of 
flour, grain, and provisions. Still, sufficient ia- 
formation hus been obtained to be able to pro- 
sent the following approximate statement of 

THE TOTAL SHIPMENTS 

of flour, grain,jand provisions east from this 

city by the various roads during the last week, 

which wili be found to be quite correct: Michi- 
gan Central, 10,000 tons; Lake Shore, 11,000 tons; 

Fort Wayne, 8,000 tons; Pan-Handle, 4,000 tons; 

Baltimore & Ohio, 2,000 tons; Grand Trunk, 3,000 

tons; and Nickel-Piate,”’ 1,500 tons, making a 

total by all the lines of nearly 40,000 tous, which 

is un increase over the shipments last week, 
which were unusually light on account of the 
cold spell. It is the general opinion that from 
now on east-bound shipments will largely de- 
crease. In the first place, many shippers will 
now await the opening of navigation before 
making further heavy shipments. In the sec- 
ond place, owing to the wunprecedentedly 
severe winter throughout the country, much 

cain which would bave been shipped will now 

ave to be used to feed cattle, especially in Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. Besides, the severity of the 
winter gives bope to the producers that they 
will obtain far better prices in the summer than 
now, and consequentiy will refuse to sell what 
they have to spare, It is this belief that ship- 
ments will soon dwindle down to a minimum 
which makes the Board of Trade people 80 de- 
termined in their fight with tne railroads. “It 
is all very well for tbe railroads,” said a promt 
nent Board of Trade man to a TRIBUNE repre- 
sentative yesterday, to talk about us having to 
come to their office and make our contracts there 
as long as there isa rush of business and cars 
are scarce; but wait until business gets light, 
and you will find these railroad men 

_ CLIMBING UP-STAIRS 

to solicit Dusiness at our offices. It is all non- 
sense for the railroads to talk about coercing 
the Board of Trade. I tell you we have the rail- 
road by the bip and will force them to terms. 
All we need to do—and we mean to doit too— 
is to consign all the business over one or two 
of the roads which have shown themselves most 
friendly toward usin this contest, and you will 
see the other roads flutter around our offices 
trying to got business. You may rost assured 
that the roads which have made themselves 
most obnoxious in this fight will be made to 
suffer for it sooner or later.“ 

The Board of Trade people, who a week ago 
were considerably divided in their opinions re- 
garding this fight, and some of whom sided 
openly with the railroads, are now unanimous in 
their opposition to the roads, and all of them 
seem to be determined not to make any overt- 
ures for peace, and many of them declare that 
the railroads shall not be readmitted again on 
the board until they bave become members of 
the board. Allthis change of opinion on the 
part of manyof the Board of Trade people is 
entirely due to the stupid action of the roads in 
withbolding any and all information as regards 
shipments from the public, thus punisbing 
even those who do not belong to the 
board. If .the case of the railroads had 
heen bandied by the experienced“ High Joints”’ 
instead of the inexperienced Low Jbints the 
trouble would no doubt have been amicably 
arranged before now. Lut as it is, it seems al- 
most certain that the railroads will find them- 
selves in the end tha under dogs in this fight in 
spite of the merits Of their case. 


Into the Baraboo River—A North west- 
ern Passenger-Train Makes a Heck- 
less Plunge—Nebeody Killed. 

A reporter for Tan TRIBUNE met a gentie- 
man last evening who was a passenger on the 
Northwestern passenger-train, wrecked north 
of Baraboo, Wis., early Friday moraing, and 
elicited the following facts regarding the acci- 
dent: The train, consisting of an engine, 
mail, express and baggage car, two coaches, 
and two Wagner sleepers, left Chicago at 9 
o'clock Thursday evening and made good time 
until it had passed Madison, when considera- 
bie difficulty was cxperienced on account 
of the heavy snow-storm, the snow drifting 
rapidly and impeding the progress of the train, 
which arrived at Baraboo about two hours late. 
Nine miles north of Baraboo the train encoun- 
tered a broken rail, and though the engine 
passed safely over without leaving the track 
the baggage and express car and two passenger- 
coaches, including the smoking-car, were hurled 
from the rails down aforty-foot embankment, 
crashing through the snow and ice into the 
Baraboo River, which at that pointis a narrow 
stream about three feet ju depth. In some way 
the coupling of the forward sleeper was 

WRENCHED LOOSE 

from the preceding coach, and although both 
sleepers Jumped the track neither the coaches 
nor their occupants sustained any damage be- 
yond a general shaking up. Had the sleeping- 
cars been upset some would certainly have been 
badly injured, as there was an unusual number 
of passengers on board. The informant said: 

“[ was an occupant of the first sleeper, and 
was awakened by the wheels of the car bounding 
over the ties, and the violent lurchiig and then 
sudden stopping. In an instant I gealized that 
we were off the track, and sprang from my berth 
and hastily dressed, Runuing out of the car I 
gazed upon the scene of disaster that lay before 
me. The engine had come toa standstill about 
200 yards ahead, white the mail-car lay diagonal- 
ly across the track. Down asteep embankment, 
and in the river, lay the baggage and express 
cars and two coaches, a total wreck, while cries 

f distress frdm the unfortunate passengers 

nt the air. I hurried dowa to the wreck, ex- 
pecting to find at leust one-half the occupants of 
the demolished coaches either dead or seriously 
injured. The cars lay on their sides in about 

TWO AND ONE-HALF FEET OF WATER, 
so that considerable difficulty was experienced 
in getting the passengers out, which was accom- 
plished by taking them out the door. over the 
trucks, and then forming a line up the hill and 
handing them up singly, as they were almost 
beipiess from fright, and half-trozen by their 
sudden immersion in the frigid water. An m- 
cipient fire in one of the coaches, caused by an 
exploded lamp, was soon extinguished, hat 
seems miraculous to me is, that not one of the 
thirty passengers was even seriously injured, 
and but a few received sévere cuts or bruises. 

Relief trains were sent from Baraboo, and the 
assengers all taken to that city, the 

Mvision Superintendent and other officers 

doing all in their power to make 

the unfortunate travelers comfortable. The 
baggage, consisting of sixty-seven pieces, and 
all the express matter was thoroughly soaked 
with water, and is almost a complete loss. Find- 
ing that there would be no train for St. Paul be- 
fore Saturday afternoon, and perhaps not then, 

1 conciuded to return to the city. My fellow- 

passengers were to be forwarded to their various 

destinations as soon as the heavy blockade is 
cleared away.

Mr. H. H. Courtright, General Freight Agent 
of the Chicago & Aiton, has issued new rules for 
the guidance of agents, conductors, and all con- 
cerned in regard to the transportation of bonds. 
Cars containing bonded goods must always be 
secured by customs locks, sealg, or tags, which 
can be removed only by customs officers. Any 
unauthorized person removing or tampering 
with such fastenings ls guilty of felony, and is 
punishable by ynprisonment not exceeding five 
years, or fined not exceeding $1,000, or both, at 
the discretion of the court. Every car is re- 
quired to bave on each sidea red reguiation 
ecard properiy filled out, which must be fur- 
nished and piaced on the car by the agent at 
port of departure. Each car must be provided 
with a manifest, certified by a customs official, 
which manifest must always be in possession of 
the conductor having charge of such cars, and 
must be attached to and transmitted with the 
way bills. Conductors on receiving charge of 
such cars and manifests must examine the cus- 
toms seals to determine whether or not all fast~- 
enings are intact. In case they are found 
broken or tampered with such fact must be at 
once reported to a customs officer, who will 
compare the contents of the car with manifest 
and indorse his action ou said manifest.

From Guaymas, which is 600 miles nearer the 
Japanese, Chinese, Australian, and Pacific-ial- 
and ports than San Francisco, it is said a line of 
ocean steamers will be run to these ports. The 
Santa Fé Road has still another, coast connection 
at San Diego, Cal., a port on the Californian 
coast in the southern partof this State. From 
this place to Colton, Cal, a road owned by the 
Santa Fé system, and called the Southern Call- 
fornia Railway, runs. Colton is on the Southern 
Pacific. When the Atlantic & Pacific reaches 
the Colorado River in April next it will be met 
by the Southern California; which will be built 
east from Colton to meet it.

The Star might rise to fill this place as 
the Sun’s rival, if it had the Associated Preag 
pews and were not fatally handicapped by being 
the property and representative of one man. 
When the World makes the revolution I have 
aliuded to, it will probably pass into the hands 


very prevalent that the best daily newspapers 
in this cguntry are west of tie Aileghenies, 
and there is ne doubt that the journalistic 
method of the West, which is not 
laughed at in our newspaper offices as much as 
formerty, will soon be tried on a metropolitan 
commuaity.

The Sheridan Tapestries. 
eady been said in Tue Tarsune 
an's magnificent tapestries, but 
now that they are bung upon the waliery walls 
of the Art Institute and are dividing attention 
with the pictures remaining over from the loan 
collection, a few words more conceroing them 
win not be amiss. A series of tapestries ilius- 
trating a single story is called a “ banging,” and 
these four of Gen. Sheridan's originally be 
louged to a set of eleven depicting scenes in the 
life of Alexander. Of the remaining seven, five 
pieces are saidto bein the collection of the 
Garde Meuble in Paris, while the remaining two 
were purchased in Europea few years ag@ by 
Mr. Kountze, a New York art counoisseur, Who 
presented one to his 
Kountze, an Omaha banker. Thusall the pieces 
of the series are accounted for, and it is 
gratifying to know that six of the finest Gobelin 
tapestries in existence are owned in this country, 
four of which can be seen upon the walls of the 
Art Institute by the public until Feb. 26, when 
the Art League takes posseasion of the gallery 
for its regular annual exhibition.

“ Protestation et Action.” This protestation 
was dated froin Bordeaux and emphatically 
meafit war, so that Alsace-Lorraine might not 
remain German: 

Gentlemen, Iam a soldier, and war is the 
soldier's element; and well l should like again 
to experience the elevated feeling of commanda- 
ing in a pitched battle, knowing that the balls 
of the enemy are every instant summoning men 
before the judgment seat of God, and knowing 
that on the orders one gives depend the issue of 
the fight and the destinies of the Fatheriand. 
This feciing is divinely great. But as Statthai- 
ter of Aisace-Lorraine, 1 cannot wish for this 
wur. ly have studied the campaigns of Gondé, 
and ot Turen and of Napoleou too deeply, 
and have stiil Wg fresh a recoliection of the four 
batties in whig®l wes confronted with Freneh 
troops, not to respect tho french army. But I 
also know the German army: and this I aiso 
know: t if. this war is again forced upon us, 
hundreds of tDbusands of German women (like 
the ancient SpPortaus will call to their sons to 
returo with their shieids or on their shicids.”’

Her Valse in the Sick-Room. 

[Boston paper.)—It will never be known how 
many lives are sacrificed annually to incom- 
petent nursing. When the physiciaa or surgeon, 
after doing his best for the patient, closes the 
door behind bim, it is often with the unpleasant 
feeling ithe good that be has done may 
be undone before his next visit by the stupid- 
ity, negiect, or injudicious k ness of the 
woman or women who are left to take care of 
the patient. 

Another doctor once said to the writer that he 
considered a patient's chance of recovery d per 
cent better with a trained than an untrained 
nurse. A weil-known physician of Boston said 
in a public lecture that when de sawa trained 
nurse stanaing beside the bedside of a patient 
he felt almost sure that the life would be saved. 

In every serious iliness the critical time al- 
ways comes when life hangs in the balance. A 
little negiect,a slight carelessness, or constant 
watebfulness and promptness will incline it one 
way or the other, and the life is saved or lost. 

It is then that the frained nurse shows how 
invaluable training is. Sbe recognizes the crisis, 
even if the doctor is not at haud to teil her that 
itis upon the next few hours that life or death 
depends. She is calm because sde knows what 
to do, and she does it. She has resources. When 
a thing is to be done, like the administration of 
nourishment or medicine, and if one way falls 
her, she bas another. Instead of heiplesly giv- 
ing up at the first difficulty and considering it 
an impossibility, she brings her knowledge and 
experience to beat upon the pomt and carries it.

W- more 
than baif—under 10, and 8,%6—mofre than four- 
sevenths—under lv. If, then, four-sevenths of 
the race die under 5 years of age it must be 
safe to assert that at least an equal propor- 
tion, and probably two-thirds, die before 
accountability commences, and are saved. Thus 
at the very Outset of our thinking on this sub- 
ject we behold that “ vast majority” not merely 
diminished but — ee reversed. 

There is reason to believe that some people iu 
heathen lands who never heard the Gospel have 
yet, by a general faith in God and by penitence 
for sin, come into such a moral state that they 
need ouly a revelation of the Christ to accept 
Him atonce. They will be saved through a Re- 
deemer of whom as yet they have never specitic- 
ally beard.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were less active 
and rather weak on Saturday. -The storm of 
Friday night had “ downed the wires in sev- 
eral directions, making telegraphic communica- 
tion witn the outside worid @ scarce article. 
Hence the local crowd were chiefly left to the 
devices of theigpwn bearts, and bearishness 
was the order of the day, especially so as the 
sharp advance of Friday afternoon had led 
many to look for a break. The sleet kept on 
falling till after the close of the business day, and 
made it difficult to clear off either wires or rail- 
road tracks. Of course the storm interfered with 
the movement of produce, making receipts 
small. and this fact prevented any special heavi- 
ness in spot stuff. The pent-up feelings of the 
boys found vent in song during the last hour; 
the Old Oaken Bucket was the favorit,show- 
ing that the boys were not wise enough to let 
well alone. 

In the afternoon the curbstone gatherings 
were weak in tune, and sales of grain were made 
at Mane decline from the latest prices on 
‘Change. 

Provisions were slow and weak. Pork de- 
clined 25c, lard loc. and ribs 20c from the latest 
prices of Friday, pork closing 2%c and lard 
a shadé above the lowest figures of the day. 
Liverpoel reported an advance of 6d on lard 
and 6d@1s on meats, probably as a result of the 
upward jump here the previous afternoon; and 
the local hog market was stronger, with a small 
supply, owing tothe storm. There were some 
buying orders in early, chiefly received by night 
message, and the feeling of these caused 
a little advance, but the market soon 
fell back under moderate offerings, and 
thenceforward ruled weak, though without 
being beared. There was a good out- 
side demand for meats, chiefly to domestic 
points, and several orders were filled at the de- 
cline, though limited to prices below those cur- 
rent.on the uprushof Friday. The packing of 
this city since the close of October is estimated 
at 2,172,000 hogs, against 2.

Cash lots of No. 2 were Sal- 
abie at a shade below February prices, with no 
material premium on red, while the lower grades 
were duli and neglected. 

Corn was quiet gnd unsettled. The market 
advanced % early, fell back nearly lc, and 
ciosed e below the latest prices of Friday. The 
British markets were called tirmer, And there 
was not much spot stuff offering, owing to the 
fact of light receipté, which caused an advance 
of 1c in the low gradt@s. It should be noted, 
however, that they had been inactive during the 
specuiative excitement of Friday afternoon. 
The trading crowd was long and wanted to sell, 


but could not do much in the absence of buyers. 4 


The offerings of spot No. 2seemed to be mostly 
taken to deliver out on contracts.

that they were doing any dangerous thing, when 
what they proposed to do was so simple and no 
one had any objection to it? That night all was 
good-humor and pleasure; Mme. Moajeska was 
charmed witb her wreath; the boys delighted to 
offer it. The next day, to the students, the face 
of the world had changed, as in a traosforma- 
tion scene. 

They were denounced for offering Mme. Mod- 

eska a wreath with revolutionary colors upon 
t. and bearing a lung inscription in Polish. The 
rector was {urious, and expelled seventeen boys 
from the school for committing this sin, and to 
the expulsion was added the condition that they 
were not to be admitted into any other school in 
the whole Empire. This meant the ruin ot their 
bopesand of their future. The thing was ter- 
rible to them; and they were without redress. 
it was no use appealing to the Russian authori- 
ties. The inhabitants of free country can 
hardly imagine such a position as this. The 
boys ed to teil their parents what had bap- 
pened to them; they clung together, wailing 
over their misfortunes ana the bopelesness of 
their case. Suddenjy one of the boys rose up iu 
the mid of them and cried out, 
“1 WILL DELIVER you!” 

What inspired bim with such a strange and 
desperate idea none can tell. But be did not 
hesitate in carrying it out. He went straight to 
his room, locked door, and shot himself. 

He bad fulfilied bi romise to his comrades— 
he bad saved them. e next day the boys were 
all taken back, and the matter bushed up as 
much as possible. So terrible a result of the ty- 
rannical act bad not been anticipated, and if it 
dad been carried any further it might bave 
roused — 14 — The tragedy was kept from 
Modjeska® knowledge while sue was in War- 
saw: yet she seemed to feel its melancholy in 
the air. 

Soon after she returnea to London, and May 
1, 1880, appeared at the Court Theatre. Every- 
body who was in London about that time must 
remember the sudden and unexpiuined appear- 
ance of 
THE SINGLE WORD “ MODJESKA.” 


Soon came more explanatory advertsements. 
Mme. Modjeska was announced definitly to ap- 
pear as Constance in Mr. Mortimer’s translation 
of the Dame aux Caméttas.“ This play, dis- 
liked intensely by a large proportion of thé En- 
glish public. was chosen partiy for its adapta- 
bility to a small stage, and lor some other man- 
agerial reasons. For one thing. itis a play for 
two persons; the other parts are so small as to 
be unimportant; thus there is little difficuity 
about the company. Then another and strong 
reason for this choice was that Mme. Modjeska 
had always found it- very successful wherever 
she played it. She had won audiences with this 
play that she had not been able to attract with 
„Adrienne Lecouvreur.” Mr. Mortimer bad 
adapted the play for England. baving re- 
christened it “Hearteease.”’ Every body 
wag familiar with the opera of La Traviata,” 
t libretto of which 1s based upon Dumas' 
novel; yet the Dame aux Camélias had long 
been a prohibited play in England when Mme. 
Modjeska came to London. In the character of 
the herioine there is arare opportunity for a re- 
fined actress; nevertheless there can be pv 
doubt that in any adaptation the play. in itself, 
—— and to Many persons revolting. Even 
in nee there was very great difficuity in get- 
ting itupon the stage. Once there, it hpids its 
own by virtue of strong dramatic effects; and 
when the beroine is played by so rare an actress 
as Mme. Modjeska all the questionable ele- 
ments disappear in presence of the purifying 
atmospbere of true love and sacrifice. 

Mme. Modjeska had visited the grove, sur- 
rounded by its immortal camellias, of the origi- 
nal “Marie Duplessis’: doubtiess she had 

ght over the description of her which is in 
Idles Janin's preface to Dumas novel. She was 
not afraid of giving to ber impersona uon all the 
cbarm and refinement which sbe possessed, and 
consequently she surprised and delighted Lon- 
don playgoers as she bad surprised Amerivans. 
She won her public at once on t Saturday 
afternoon, the ist day of May. 1880.-when she 
first appeared as the upbappy Lady of the 
Camellias,” under the n% name of Con- 
stance.” 

THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES

REAL ESTATE. 


The Market, Like Everything 
Eise, F@els the Effects of 
the Weather. 


Sales Much Lighter than Usual, 


but the Inquiry 
Good. 


The Repaving of Dearborn Avenue 
Creates a Boom Along the 
Line. 


Relief for South Water Street—The Week's Trans- 
ferx—Buildings—In the Suburbs. 


The Markets. 

The extremely bad weather which prevailed 
during the week affected the real-estate mar- 
ket more seriously than perbaps any other, as is 
noticeable in the aggregate of transfers record- 
ed. From the beginning of the week it was al- 
most impossible for purchasers to get about, 
and dealers were not overanxious to drag cus- 
tomers through the cold and snow-dritts to look 
at property buried beneath six or eight inches 
of the feathery substance. For this reason, al- 
most entirely, the week's business in all kinds of 
property was the lightest fora long time, and 
the market was quite featureless. There was, 
however, no abatement in the good indications 
for the future, for there were inquiries for 
property of all sorts, and there is no reason th 
doubt that as soon as winter breaks up there 
will be a very lively trade. 

Deaiers in North-Side property report a de- 
cided improvement in inquiry for property on 
Dearborn avenue since the passage of the ordi- 
nance providing forthe paving of that thor- 
oughfare with cedar blocks from the river to 
Chicago avenue, end from Chicago avenue to 
Lincoln Park witb asphalt cubes. Messrs. W. D. 
Ketfoot sold during the week a %-foot lot 
on the avenue, between Elm and Maple streets, 
for $250 per front foot, and another - foot 
lot near Götne street at the same price. This 
is not an advance, but the fact that the sales 
were made is an evidence of an improved feel- 
ing, for during the last two years the pavement 
on the street has been abominable, and very 
little driving bas been done upon it. This was 
due wholly to the condition of the pavement, 
is wellknown Dearborn avenue is 
the natural thoroughfare to Lincoin Park, and if 
smooth would be used extensively by drivers. As 
a dealer said, in speaking of the matter. All 
the street wants is a good pavement, for since 
the snow fell and it is smooth strangers in 
search of property have not besitated in waking 
purcbases.”’ 

The residents of Dearborn avenue are anxious 
to make another improvement besides paving. 
in the shape of a larger sewer, which they thin 
can best be put in when the street is torn up. 
The present sewer is but one foot, and is of clay, 
aod they think it is insufficient. Application bas 
been made to the Sewerage Department for a 
larger conduit, but Superintendent Cheney bas 
signified his intention of reporting Against the 
improvement. He will not do so wholiy for the 
reason that be does not regard the improvement 
as necessary, but because it would bave to be 


paid for out ot a general tund. which cannot 


done at tbis time, as there are many more 
pressing needs for the money to the credit of the 
fund. The residents would be glad if the im- 
rovement could be made by special assessment, 
ut it cannot. 

The most important transfer of inside proper- 
ty effected during the week was that of the 
three-story stove building, 506% feet, on the 
south side of Wasbington street, thirty feet 
east of Fifth avenue, which was sold by David 
Campbell, a non-resident, to Henry B. Mason 
for $80,000.
